CHINA YEAR, BOOK. 


MR, WOODHEAD'S' INTHéRESTING 
‘ rae 
HOW ir WAS. BORN, . 


Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, ‘editor of 
the China Yean Book, gave aon in- 
teresting account of the birth of 
that well-known work of ‘reference, 
at a recent mecting of the Tien- 
tain Rotary Club, He said his only 
excuse for talking about the China 
Year Book. was that he stood to- 
wards It-in the position of a par- 
ent towards his offspring and a 

‘| parent was allowed a.certain mea~ 
sure of pride towards his offspring 
and moreover, he was alao allowed 
to bring in a personal note with 
réference to his own child. He 
came out to China, continued Mr. 
Woodhead, when he was just about 
19 years of age as a junior on the 
“North China Daily News.” 
* He was somewhnt ambitious and 
he early started to. aubmit ‘leading 
articles to the Editor, the late Mr. 
‘| Robert’ Little, who was charitable 
enough occasionally to take one, 
and his first leader appeared in 
| April 1908, From then on until 1907 | 
.when Mr, Litle died he contributed | 
various’ leading articles.’ Mr. Bell! 
the new Editor, was naturally more} 
willing to accept assiatance in the: 
form-of leader-writing than a man 
of Mr. Little’s long experience in 
China, and so it became a custom 
that once or twice a week he should 
write the ‘leading article to the 
“Nort China Daily News.” - His 
subject was chosen for him and 
was generally somewhat dull and 
difficult to write about. 

» Anyhow, he (Mr. Woodhead) ra- 
ther established a reputation for 
Aigging out facts hard of reference 
either from reference books or the 
newspaper files, 

As time went on its struck him 
that there was absolutely no de- 
pendable work of reference. on 
China from which one could get 
the most elementary statistics and 
so about 1907 or 1908 he‘drew ups 
prospectus of what he thought 
should be contained in a “China 
Reference Book” which he suggest- 
ed be published annually or every 
two years. He took it to the Man- 
ager of the “North, China Daily 
News” but ‘he scoffed at the whole 
idea. The Editor of the paper, Mr. 
Montague Bell, took a more kindly 
view of the enterprise. and  sug- 
gested, if it was ever possible to 
proceed with it, that they should 
work in collaboration. The matter 
was in abeyance until 1910 when 
the speaker went home'on: leave, 
approached Sir C, Dudgeon (who 
died only last week) and tried to 
get the China Association to fin- 
ance and.take some interest ‘in the 
work, Sir C. Dudgeon thought the 
idea of the book was quite a good 
one but he did not see how the 
China Association could help. The 
general iden. was that the Book 
must appear first.
